Search for missing man near Damascus community falls short

Elba faces Tate 


Busy week ahead as season winds down 


The regular season will draw to a close this week for 
teams all across the state, and for area teams the week 
includes one game on Thursday night, one game with 
playoff implications and one game in Florida. 

Following is a preview of this week’s games: 


The (7-1) Elba Tigers will close out the regular season 
on Friday night against the (2-7) Tate Aggies, in 
Cantonment, Florida. 

The meeting will be the first ever between the two 
schools, while the Tigers are 4-1-1 all-time against Florida 
teams, with three wins and a tie against Crestview (1936- 
38-40-41), a win against Graceville (1927) and a loss in 
1989 against Niceville. 

Elba has scored an average of 40 points per game in 
rolling to seven wins, with two wins in the 40’s, and one 
each in the 50’s and 60’s. Tate has posted wins over 
Choctawhatchee 28-21 and Booker T. Washington 30-27, 
while losing to West Florida 40-20, Gulf Breese 58-25, 
Pensacola 21-7, Milton 35-34, Escambia 37-32, Pace 69- 
28, and Pine Forest 35-20. The Aggies have rushed for 
2,096 yards and 21 touchdowns and passed for 1,295 
yards and 10 touchdowns. 

“Tate is a big school with big time players,” stated 
Elba’s Coach Pate Harrison, “but we are going down there 
to win the football game and will treat it like it is the first 
round of the playoffs. They have scored a lot of points in 
every game they have played and have a really solid quar- 
terback that has rushed for over 1,000 yards and passed for 
over 1,000 yards, and they also have a couple of good 
backs and receivers with good speed. Their offensive line 
averages around 280 pounds per man, which is obviously 
very big, and they like to hit big plays from anywhere on 
the field. Over on defense they have given up a lot of 
points, but are solid and try to keep the ball in front of the 
secondary. Their goal is to outscore their opponent, no 
matter how many points it takes, and despite their record 
they are a very good 6A football team.” 

“If we are going to bring home a win Friday night we 
will need to maintain drives to keep their offense off the 
field and score points when get the chance,” added 
Harrison. “That means we will have to move the chains 
with short passes and quick hitters on the ground, and not 
rely on big plays. Sometimes the best defense is a ball- 
control offense, and that is the case this week. We know 
our line, and especially our ends and linebackers, will be 
tested by their big offensive line and their quarterback. 
However, we can’t just make excuses about who we are 
playing and have to play our best on every play. I believe 
we can win the game if we play hard and limit their big 
| plays on offense, and sustain drives on offense. We just 
have to believe in our game plan and carry it out.”

In region finale 
Elba tames Tigers 46-13

The Elba Tigers locked down the #2 seed in the region 
and the homefield advantage in the opening round of the 
upcoming state playoffs Friday night with a sold 41-6 road 
win over the Red Level Tigers, at Crystal Springs Park.

the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce, would obtain 
the information; Justin 
Maddox of Restoration 154 
would provide information 
related to the Elba Theatre 
project; and Rachel 
Armstrong, grant writer 
with Southeast Alabama 
Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, 
would write and submit the 
application for the grant. 

Obtaining an ADECA 
grant requires local fund- 
ing and citizen participa- 
tion. 

“To provide monetary 
support, the Elba City 
Council committed 
$75,000 and Restoration 
154 committed $125,000,” 
Murdock said. “Local par- 
ticipation included citizens 
writing letters and/or sign- 
ing a petition in support of 
the grant, downtown prop- 
erty owners agreeing to 
participate in the project, 
and local leadership sup- 
porting the project, includ- 
ing Senator Jimmy Holley 
and Representative Chris 
Sells.” 

The grant and the local 
financial support totals 
$650,000 to provide fagade 
improvements to all store- 
fronts facing the Coffee 
County Courthouse in Elba 
and to restore the Elba 
Theater to operational con- 
dition (phase 1 of 3 phas- 
es). 

“When combined with 
the improvements to the 
courthouse the Coffee 
County ~ Commissioners 
have made already, down- 
town Elba will be receiving 
over $1.1 million in revi- 
talization,” said Murdock. 

Before work can begin, 
designers will meet with 


property owners for store- 
front design, and architec- 
tural plans will be devel- 
oped/approved, The Elba 
Theatre’s existing architec- 
tural plans also will be 
approved. 

The mayor said contrac- 
tors will be solicited to bid 
on the projects and bids 
will be awarded. After 
these actions, construction 
will begin. 

The anticipated time 
frame for beginning con- 
struction on this project in 
Elba is late spring or early 
summer of 2019. 

“As many of you know 
and experienced, down- 
town Elba was the place 
citizens gathered, visited 
and shared stories, 
shopped, and participated 
in commerce,” Murdock 
said. “Saturday in down- 
town Elba was where it 
happened. We believe this 
is the beginning of making 
Elba vibrant and appealing 
again.” 

The Alabama 
Department of Economic 
and Community Affairs is 
administering the grants 
from funds made available 
by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development. 

“As a former mayor 
whose city has been a 
recipient of CDBG awards, 
I can attest to how impor- 
tant this program is to our 
towns, cities and counties 
and the difference these 
grants can make in a com- 
munity,” ADECA director 
Kenneth Boswell said. 
“ADECA is pleased to join 
Governor Ivey in the part- 
nerships that it takes to 
make these grants come to 
fruition.”
